With a heavy wind the mist 
suddenly turned to a downpour of 
rain which swept 
the greater part 
of the melting snow from the ground 
in a few moments. 
A sudden drop in the temperature 
is believed to have prevented a dis­ 
astrous flood in western Wisconsin 
as the heavy rain and smelting snow 
were fast filling the rivers and 
.smaller streams. The cold turn, how 
i ever caused the w ater to freeze and 
absorb into the remaining snow’ so 
that it gradually left today.
